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DISCOURAGING — BUT IT WON’T LAST. 
The news o f the day gets a little bit disco ur­ 
aging, so metimes, to an American who w ants to 
be o ptimistic abo ut the state o f his co untry . 
One day ’s editio ns o f the papers recently to ld 
o f the fo llo wing: 
A “gangster co nv entio n” in Clev eland was 
raided by po lice and 27 arm ed men were arrested. 
They had gathered to reo rganize a rich bo o tleg 
territo ry . 
A fo rm er pro hibitio n agent, testify ing in De­ 
tro it, said he co uld hav e made $75,000 a y ear by 
graft if he had cared to be disho nest. 


A New Yo rk gangster, sentenced to life im ­ 
priso nm ent, pro duced a gun in co urt and tried 
to sho o t the judge, being himself slain after he 
had wo unded two bailiffs. 


Chicago ’s new (and ho nest) state atto rney , 
preparing to driv e o ut the “racketeers,” fo und 
there were 8 0 v arieties o f illegal businesses o f 
th a t kind in o peratio n. 


These things do no t make pleasant reading. 
One wo uld almo st gather the impressio n th at the 
co untry is ho ney co mbed 
with graft, v ice and 
lawlessness. 
It is eno ugh to make a m an wo n­ 
der if we are no t headed straight fo r a general 
co llapse o f all law and go v ernment. 


Yet there is no need to despair, bad as it 
all is. 


The co untry , to begin with is v ery rich. In 
the seco nd place, it has nev er been a land where 
the law was o bey ed implicitly as it is in certain 
o rderly Euro pean co untries. 
In the third place, 
it is filled with men o f div erse races and natio n­ 
alities, packed into cities and giv en insufficient 
tim e to get 
their bearings. 
And, 
lastly , the 
o v erwhelming gro wth o f industrialism has no t y et 
giv en us time to adjust o urselv es. 


Co mbine these elements and y o u will inev ­ 
itably hav e an under-current o f lawlessness and 
v io lence. 
Yet it is equally 
certain 
th a t this 
turbulence will no t last fo rev er. 
It is a passing 
phase o f o ur civ ilizatio n: 
dismay ing, 
harm ful 
and unpleasant, 
certainly , but by no 
means 
likely to endure perm anently . 


ILL EALTH ON THE FARMS. 
It used to be o ne o f . o ur American traditio ns 
th a t children bro ught up o n farm s were huskier 
and healthier th an children bro ught up in cities. 
Pro bably it was true a t o ne time. B ut the 
dev elo pment o f o ur industral civ ilizatio n so o n 
tipped the scales the o ther way , and statistics 
began to .’ndicate th a t the rev erse was true. The 
city -raised child had adv antages in the m atter 
o f medical care th a t the co untry lad lacked, and 
the difference was easily no ticed. 
No w Dr. Harv ey 
W. Wiley , fam o us 
health 
autho rity , writes in the curreht issue o f Go o d 
Ho usekeeping th a t the rural health situatio n is 
getting wo rse. 
He blames the eco no mic depressio n which 
has h it so m any rural areas. 
Financial diffi­ 
culties it has bro ught abo ut, he say s, are result­ 
ing in an increase in sickness amo ng a large 
class o f American farm ers at a tim e when the 
health o f o ther classes o f the natio n’s wo rkers 
is reaching a new high lev el. 
To begin with, the rural do cto r is slo wly dis­ 
appearing because so m any farm ers find them ­ 
selv es unable to pay medical bills. 
In additio n, 
hard-pressed farm ers are o ften w itho ut medical 
care ex cept in cases o f ex trem e need. 
“Theo retically , the farm er’s life is o ne co n­ 
duciv e to health and lo ngev ity ,” say s Dr. Wiley . 
“But in po int o f fact, under present co nditio ns 
it is qften an env iro nm ent which weakens all 
elem ents o f immunity . 
The result is th a t the 
farm family is peculiarly subject to pneum o nia 
and o ther infectio us diseases which prey o n 
lessened v itality . 
By reaso n o f po v erty , a large class o f farm ers 
hav e no o ppo rtunity to impro v e the sanitary 
co nditio ns o f their ho mes. 
Plumbing and o ther 
sanitary 
equipm ent is 
much mo re 
ex pensiv e 
when installed in a farm ho me, and the m ajo rity 
o f farm peo ple canno t affo rd the co st. 
In ad­ 
ditio n, m o dern facilities fo r v entilatio n are un­ 
co mmo n. 
While the farm er liv es in a sea o f 
go o d air, he gets less o f it during the w inter 
m o nths th an any o ther class.” 
Dr. Wiley ’s rem arks are cause fo r co ncern. 
They present a new and unpleasant aspect o f 
the perennial “farm pro blem.”

Paris (IP)—It co sts France

tim es as m uch to keep her ro ads 
in o rder as it did in 1913. 


A few weeks ago I was i n1 
Bro o kv ille 
and hav ing 
so me 
spare time, dro v e do wn the riv er 
to ward Cedar Gro v e to take 
a 
v iew o f the o ldest church build­ 
ing in Indiana, abo ut which 
I 
had read. Abo ut half way to 
Cedar Gro v e, it stands o n a hill 
and a relic o f a departed age. 
It is built o f hand made brick, 
o n a nativ e sto ne fo undatio n and 
is so me 40x 28 feet in size, with 
walls no w held to gether by large 
iro n ro ds ex tending thro ugh the 
sides and is in a fine state 
o f 
preserv atio n. It is co v ered with 
shingles and has three do o rs o f 
the co lo nial ty pe, made o f dress­ 
ed bo ards, “battened” 
to gether 
and abo ut three feet wide 
by 
sev en feet high. 
There is a do o r in each end o f 
th e building and o ne o n the 
so uth side, abo v e which has been 
placed a sto ne sill o n which we 
read “Little Cedar Gro v e Baptist 
Church, erected 
18 12—Pro perty 
o f Bro o kv ille Histo rical So ciety .” 
To the rear o f the church has 
been a grav e y ard and m any 
stum ps o f slabs m arking grav es, 
are still to be 
seen. Only o ne 
slab o r to mbsto ne, is standing, 
o n which is inscribed, "To the 
memo ry o f Elizabeth T^ner. Died 
Aug. 2 18 10, age 36 y rs, 3 day s. 
Wife o f William Ty ner.” 
Po ssibly the first preacher to 
settle in Rush co unty was Jo hn 
Blades, who came fro m 
No rth 
Caro lina in 18 10 
and 
In Feb. 
18 21 came to Rush co unty 
and 
built his cabin where no w stands 
the large brick dwelling o f the 
late Geo rge Po sto n. 
This leads us back to an In­ 
dian raid, abo ut 1768 , when a 
band o f Chero kees made 
a raid 
thro ugh No rth Caro lina, killing, 
burning and destro y ing pro perty , 
stealing ho rses and taking five 
children, 
amo ng 
them 
being 
Luke Blades, then fo urteen y ears 
o ld and afterw ard father o f Jo hn 
Blades, nam e abo v e. 
Two little girls were amo ng 
th e 
captiv es and they 
were 
ado pted, by the 
Indians 
and 
m arried in the tribe. Years later 
they were identified by friends, 
but had beco me 
so tho ro ughly 
Indianized, th a t they refused to 
go back to civ ilizatio n. Tho se 
girls were the daughters o f Jo hn 
Ty ner and co usins o f William 
Ty ner a B aptist m inister, 
who 
fo unded 
the 
Cedar 
Gro v e 
Church, abo v e referred to . They 
were 
also 
co usins o f 
Elijah 
Hacklem an and so related, 
to 
th a t branch o f the family who 
resided here. 
The captured bo y s, ho wev er, 
m et a different fate. Acco rding 
to Indian custo m they were re­ 
quired to run the 
-gauntlet.” 
Luke Blades go t thro ugh 
and 
was ado pted by the tribe. 
The 
seco nd bo y failed and was club­ 
bed to death, while 
the third 
bo y , being y o unger and weaker 
was turned o v er to the squaws, 
who to o k him to the to p o f 
a 
ledge o v erlo o king the Tennessee 
riv er and there amused 
them ­ 
selv es, by pushing him o ff, into 
th e riv er, until death reliev ed his 
suffering. 
Luke Blades rem ained with the 
tribe so me three y ears and ap­ 
peared co ntent. He was placed in 
charge o f the ho rses and so 
o n 
a bright clear Septem ber m o rn­ 
ing, tho ughts o f ho me m astered 
his fear o f death and m o unting 
the sw iftest and best ho rse o f 
the lo t, he started to w ard the 
rising sun and ro de fo r life, until 
his jaded anim al failed, when he 
started afo o t thro ught the wild­ 
erness and o n 
the 
third 
day 
reached a settlem ent, mo re dead 
th an aliv e. He afterw ard m arried 
Miss Mary Osbo rne and in 18 06 
settled 
in Franklin 
co unty , 
where he died. 
His so n Jo hn, had jo ined the 
Cedar Gro v e B aptist church and 
so o n atfer his admissio n, came 
to Rush co unty , 
and 
fo unded 
the 
Pleasan 
Run 
Baptist 
church. He rem ained in Rush 
Co unty 
until 18 36, when 
he 
mo v ed to Haw Patch, B artho lo ­ 
mew co unty , where he died 
in 
August 1841. 
Jo hn Blades was bo rn in Lin­ 
co ln co unty , N. C., in September 
177 5 and spent his early life in 
Abbey v ille district, 
S. C., and 
jo ined the B aptist church, under 
the preaching o f Rev . William 
Billm an o f the Little Blue Riv er 
church. 
He 
m arried 
Nancy 
Stuckey 
and then 
mo v ed to 
Franklin co unty , Indiana, 
in 
1810. His wife Nancy died while 
he had charge a t Pleasant Run 
and is buried, in the 
Pleasant 
Run cemetery . On January 
19, 
1832, Jo hn Blades was m arried to 
Cassander B arrett, by Paul R an­ 
dall, J. P. 
The 
Cedar 
Gro v e 
church 
claim s to be th e o ldest church in 
Eastern Indiana. 
Jo hn P. Tho mpso n, was 
a n­ 
o ther o f the pio neer 
preachers 
who landed in Rush co unty , by 
way o f the famo us W hite W ater 
Valley . He was bo rn M arch 
6, 
17 95, in M ary land, where 
no w \ 
stands, the City o f W ashingto n, 
so n o f Jam es Tho mpso n. 
In 
1800, the fam ily mo v ed to G er­ 
m anto wn, Bracken co unty , Ky ., 
where Jo hn P. grew up to m a n­ 
ho o d. 
In 1812, under the preaching 
o f J eremiah Vardeman, he jo in­ 
ed the Baptist church, was mar­ 


ried to Miss Priscilla Gregg al 
the nex t y ear began preachi) 
a t his ho me church. In autui 
o f 18 21, he m ade a v isit to Ju< 
Gregg, a relativ e o f his 
who liv ed just west o f Fay et^ 
ville, in Rush co unty . He 
much impressed w ith the co \ 
try and decided to lo cate, 
Judge Gregg and o n March 
18 22, mo v ed to this co unty . 
He united w ith the Little F\ 
Ro ck B aptist church and becai 
its pasto r—preaching 
o nce 
m o nth. He was then 27 y ears 
age, a m an o f fine phy sical buil 
penetrating ey es, black hair aj

Mr. Artman was appointed to 


the industrial board when it was 
created hi'1915. by the then Gov. 
Samuel M. Ralston. Two years 
later he became chairman. He 
served in that capacity until 
1923, 
when Gov; Warren T. Mc-

The new commissioner upheld 


a reputation he had gained of 
being the hardest worker in the 
state house and eventually be- 
came chairman of the commis- 
sion.

DISCOURAGING — BUT IT WON'T LAST. 
The news of the day gets a little bit discour- 


aging, sometimes, to an American who wants to 
be optimistic about the state of his country. 
One day's editions of the papers recently told 
of the following: 


A "gangster convention" in Cleveland was 


raided by police and 27 armed men were arrested. 
They had gathered to reorganize a rich bootleg 
territory. 


A former prohibition agent, testifying in De- 


troit, said he could have made $75,000 a year by 
graft if he had cared to be dishonest. 


A New York gangster, sentenced to life im- 


prisonment, produced a gun in court and tried 
to shoot the judge, being himself slain after he 
had wounded two bailiffs. 


Chicago's new (and honest) state attorney, 


preparing to drive out the "racketeers," found 
there were 80 varieties of illegal businesses of 
that kind in operation. 


These things do not make pleasant reading. 


One would almost gather the impre'ssion that the 
country is honeycombed with graft, vice and 
"lawlessness. It is enough to make a man won- 
der if we are not headed straight for a general 
collapse of all law and government. 


Yet there is no need to despair, bad as it 


all is. 


The country, to begin with is very rich. In 


the second place, it has never been a land where 
the law was obeyed implicitly as it is in certain 
orderly European countries. In the third place, 
it is filled with men of diverse races and nation- 
alities, packed into cities and given insufficient 
time to get their bearings. And, lastly, the 
overwhelming growth of industrialism has not yet 
given us time to adjust ourselves. 


Combine these elements and you will inev- 


itably have an under-current of lawlessness and 
violence. Yet it is equally certain that this 
turbulence will not last forever. It is a passing 
phase of our civilization: 
dismaying, harmful 


and unpleasant, 
pertainly, but by no means 


likely to endure permanently. 


ILL EALTH ON THE FARMS. 


It used to be one of. our American traditions 


that children brought up on farms were huskier 
and healthier than children brought up in cities. 


Probably it was true at one time. But the 


development of our industral civilization soon 
tipped the scales the other way, and statistics 
began to .'ndicate that the reverse was true. The 
city-raised child had advantages in the matter 
of medical care that the country lad lacked, and 
the difference was easily noticed. 


Now Or. Harvey W. Wiley, famous health 


authority, writes in the current issue of Good 
Housekeeping that the rural health situation is 
getting worse. 


He blames the economic depression which 


has hit so many rural areas. Financial diffi- 
culties it has brought about, he says, are result- 
ing in an increase in sickness among a large 
class of American farmers at a time when the 
health of other classes of the nation's "workers 


vis reaching a new high level. 


To begin with, the rural doctor is slowly dis- 


appearing because so many farmers find them- 
selves unable to pay medical bills. In addition, 
hard-pressed farmers are often without medical 
care except in cases of extreme need. 


"Theoretically, the farmer's life is one con- 


ducive to health and longevity," says Dr. Wiley. 
"But in point of fact, under present conditions 
it is qften an environment which weakens all 
elements of immunity. The result is that the 
farm family is peculiarly subject to pneumonia 
and other infectious diseases which prey on 
lessened vitality. 


By reason of poverty, a large class of farmers 


have no opportunity to improve the sanitary 
conditions of their homes. Plumbing and other 
sanitary equipment is much more expensive 
when installed in a farm home, and the majority 
of farm people cannot afford the cost. In ad- 
dition, modern facilities for ventilation are un- 
common. 
While the farmer lives in a sea of 


good air, he gets less of it during the winter 
months than any other class." 


Dr. Wiley's remarks are cause for concern. 


They present a new and' unpleasant aspect of 
the perennial "farm problem."

A few weeks ago I was in 


Brookville 
and having 
some 


spare time, drove down -the river 
toward Cedar Grove to take a 
view of the oldest cliurch build- 
ing in Indiana, about which I 
had read. About .half way to 
Cedar Grove, it stands on a hill 
and a relic of a departed age. 


It is built of hand made brick, 


on a native stone foundation and 
is some 40x28 feet in size, with 
walls now held together by large 
iron rods extending through the 
sides and is in a fine state of 
preservation. It is covered with 
shingles and has three doors of 
the colonial type, made of dress- 
ed boards, "battened" together 
and about three feet wide by 
seven feet high. 


There is a door in each end of 


the building and one on the- 
south side, above which has been 
placed a stone sill on which we 
read "Little Cedar Grove Baptist 
Church, erected 
1812—Property 


of Brookville Historical Society." 
To the rear of toe church has 
been a grave yard and many 
stumps of slabs marking graves, 
are still to be seen. Only one 
slab or tombstone, is standing, 
on which is inscribed, "To the 
memory of Elizabeth Tyner. Died 
Aug. 
2 1810, age 36 yrs, 3 days. 


Wife of William Tyner." 


Possibly the first preacher to 


settle in Rush county was John 
Blades, who came from North 
Carolina in 1810 and in Feb. 
1821 came to Rush county and 
built his cabin where now stands 
the large brick dwelling of the 
late George Poston. 


This leads us back to an In- 


dian raid, about 1768, when a 
band of Cherokees made a raid 
through North Carolina, killing, 
burning and destroying property, 
stealing horses and taking five 
children, among them being. 
Luke Blades, then fourteen years 
old and afterward father of John 
Blades, name above. 


Two little girls were among 


the 
captives and they were 


adopted, by the Indians and 
married in. the tribe. Years later 
they were identified by friends, 
but had become so thoroughly 
Indianized, that they refused to 
go back to civilization. Those 
girls were the daughters of John 
Tyner and cousins of William 
Tyner a Baptist minister, who 
founded 
the 
Cec^ar 
Grove 


Church, above referred to. They 
were 
also, cousins of Elijah 


Hackleman and so related, to 
that branch of the family who 
resided here. 


The captured boys, however, 


met a different fate. According 
to Indian custom they were re- 
quired to run the -gauntlet." 
Luke Blades got through and 
was adopted by the tribe. The 
second boy failed and was club- 
bed to death, while the third 
boy, 
being younger and weaker 


was turned over to the squaws, 
who took him to the top of a 
ledge overlooking the Tennessee 
river and there amused them- 
selves, \by pushing him off, into 
the river, until death relieved his 
suffering. 
Luke Blades remained with the 


tribe some three years and ap- 
peared content. He was placed in 
charge of the horses and so on 
a bright clear September morn- 
ing, thoughts of home mastered 
his fear of death and mounting 
the swiftest and best horse of 
the lot, he started toward the 
rising sun and rode for life, until 
his jaded animal failed, when hs 
started afoot throught the wild- 
erness and on the third 
day- 


reached a settlement, more dead 
than alive. He afterward married 
Miss Mary Osborne and in 1806 
settted 
in Franklin 
county, 


'where he died. 


His son John, had "joined the 


Cedar Grove Baptist church and 
soon atfer his admission, came 
to Rush county, and 
founded 


the 
Pleasan 
Run 
Baptist 


church. He remained in Rush 
County until 1836, when 
he 


moved to Haw Patch, Bartholo- 
mew county, where he died in 
August 1841. 
John .Blades was born in Lin- 


coln county, N. C., in September 
1775 and spent his early life in 
Abbeyville district, S. C., and 
joined the Baptist church, under 
ihe preaching of Rev. William 
Billman of the Little Blue River 
church. 
He 
married Nancy 


Stuckey and then moved to 
Franklin county, Indiana, 
in 


J810. His wife Nancy died while 
he had charge at Pleasant Run 
and is buried, in the Pleasant 
Run cemetery. On January 19, 
1832, John Blades was married to 
Cassander Barrett, by Paul Ran- 
dall, J. P.

•claims to be the oldest church in 
Eastern Indiana. 


John P. Thompson, was an- 


other of the pioneer preachers 
Who landed in Rush county, by 
way of the famous.White Water 
Valley.

mahtown, Bracken county, Ky., 
where John P. grew up to man- 
hood.
